THE HERO OF TRAFALGAR. 



Nelson bequeathed Lady Hamilton to 
the nation a.s Its ward; but the nation 
did not respond to Southey's fulsome 
adulation; nor to Nelson's gift, and 
Emma died In seclusion and In some- 
what straitened circumstances. Lord 
Nelson's treatment or Lady Hamilton, 
although it may be condoned because 
of the hero's greatness, cannot be 
pointed to as one <>r the brightest epi- 
sodes of his life. In fact, It may be 
regarded as the only blemish on an 
otherwise glorious and worthy career.

Thai they were appreciated by his 
countrymen is shown by the honors 
Ihul were showered upon him while 
living ami the respect and homage 
shown to his memory when the bat- 
tered and torn frame that once held 
his heroic and patriotic spirit was borne 
to the tomb and laid away In the crypt | states that 
of St. Paul's, beside the remains or 
English heroes of other days, The 
whole nation went into mourning-, and 
the vast column erected in the princi- 
pal square of the world's greatest and 
richest metropolis hears the hero's 
statue upon Its summit and records 
his achievements and services on its 
pedestal. Napoleon is often referred 
to as the greatest military genius of 
his day. Vast armies withered before 
his arms, Mid kings and emperors 
abandoned Eielr palaces and Med away 
into safe retreats when the banners of 
the French legions were descried in 
the distant horizon. Napoleon aimed 
to become as great and powerful on 
the sea as on the land, for in no other 
•way could they hope to hold the ad- 
vantage that lie had gained on the 
Continent and humble England. Ko 
long as Britannia ruled the waves 
Napoleon knew that the complete and 
flnal triumph of his arms was 'not as- 
sured. He formed alliances with Rus- 
sia, with Denmark, with Spain and 
el her ]io\vers. and induced them to fit 
out strong; fleets to destroy the ships 
of the "common enemy" wherever they 
lnighL bo encountered. The ships of 
the French ar. 1 their allies preyed on 
English commerce, and but for the 
vigilance of the British naval com- 
manders they would have swept our 
country's Hag from the ocean. But If 
Napoleon was invincible on the land, 
he encountered a foe on the sea who 
seemed fitted by Providence to win 
victories that disturbed the French 
emperor's plans, and at last sent him 
a captive to St. Helena. At Aboukir 
Bay, In 179S, where Nelson destroyed 
the French fleet, Napoleon received 
his first important check. In 1S01, at 
Copenhagen, where Nelson, clapping 
his telescope to his blind eye and fall- 
ing to discern the admiral's orders to 
"cease firing and withdraw," con- 
tinued to fight until he had destroyed 
or captured the Danish fleet and 
placed the town at the mercy Of his 
gums, Napoleon experienced his second 
great reverse. hi 1S05 at Cape 
Trafalgar, where Nelson closed his 
glorious career by capturing the com- 
bined French and Spanish Meets, he 
himself falling a victim to the lire of 
the enemy, the last vestige of French 
naval authority disappeared from the 
ocean. Several years elapsed before 
the full effects of that were seen, but 
the star of Napoleon's empire may be 
said to have begun to wane with his 
failure at Trafalgar to secure the com- 
mand of the Straits of Gibraltar and 
obtain control of the Mediterranean. 
With the French, Danish and Spanish 
fleets out of existence, British com- 
merce revived and expanded, while a 
French vessel scarcely dared to thrust 
its hows without a home port. 

The victory at Trafalgar, though it 
cost us dear in the loss of Nelson, 
placed a brake upon French policy 
from which there was no recovery. 
The Continental kings and emperors, 
emboldened by the British success at 
sea. took courage and placed new 
armies in the Held to oppose the 
French advance. The Emperor of 
Russia, no longer an ally, declared war 
against France. Then came the in- 
vasion of Russia and the retreat from 
Moscow, during which some 400,000 
soldiers pel ished. 

The victories of Nelson were far- 
reaching in their effects. They had 
an Important influence upon the poli- 
tical future id' Europe which is felt to 
this day. F.y nls ability anil sagacity 
Nelson maintained his country in the 
front rank ei' European nations and 
made Waterloo and the final over- 
throw of* Napoleon possible. Tie was 
a strong man — tin- man for the emerg- 
ency, as Wellington, ten years later, 
was the man for that day. fiat if 
Nelson was a strong man, lie had his 
weaknesses, too. His affection for

Elsewhere we publish n letter from 
Mr. John Houston, which appeared in 
the Nelson Trihune, the paper until re- 
cently conducted by himself. It appears 
that lie left the ci try in a lit id' de- 
spondency, and I hat he gave up the 
light: in Nelson, which, in view of the 
amount of his indebtedness, really seem- 
ed to he a hopeless one. Tile Tribune 
editorially probably reflects a very gen- 
eral sentiment in that city, where he has 
Hiaiiy friends as well as enemies. It 
says that "John Houston has made mis- 
takes, some of them so serious that in 
the <case of an ordinary man they would 
deserve to he visited with severe censure 
but against those mistakes has to he set 
fourteen years of unremitting effort to 
make Nelson a city and to advance its 
interests. This was not always done in 
a way which would commend itself to 
the critical observer, hut he succeeded, 
and il is no exaggeration to say that 
outside Kootenny, Nelson is known 
chiefly through its association with the 
erratic but original man who represented 
it in the local legislature." Again il 
John Houston was his own 
worst enemy. He had a temperament 
derived from French ancestry which 
'rendered him excitable, .mil his rough 
early lift-, without restraint, had tended 
In develop lack of self-control. If lie 
had been able to master himself he 
could have mastered the country. The 
general public only know the worst side 
of a rash, impetuous, wilful man. But 
those who were admitted to the small 
circle of his acquaint a nee knew that 
three parts of his gruff noss was assumed 
'and that his natural instincts were 
kindly, generous and sympathetic. lie 
has befriended those who needed help mid 
never turned any person away whom 
it was in his power to as- 
sist." And in concluding .a high- 
ly appreciative article, after the 

style of the foregoing, the Tribune 
concludes: "He niay never return to 
Nelson, although we sincerely hope lie 
will. If ],e does his mistakes will he 
forgotten and forgiven, the more readily 
perhaps because after all lie himself is 
the greatest sufferer. Hut whether he 
returns or not lie leaves the memory of 
a strong personality, a disinterested 
career, and a measure of public service 
for Hie city of his adoption which is not, 
in the minds Of reasonable men appre- 
ciably clouded by the manner of Ids 
leaving." 

It would he one of the "romances of 
real life." if John Houston should make 
a fortune in the hills of Nevada, or some- 
where else in the American west, and re- 
turn to British Columbia and resume 
his old place in journalism and politics. 
Stranger things have happened, ami no 
one Mould envy him his luck.

ANOTHER ASSISTED COLONIZA- 
TION SCHEME. 

The colonization scheme of 'General 
Booth of the Salvation Army is popular 
in England, and is finding imitators.

Suit Brought Against the Pacific 
Coast lio'y bieamers at 
Golden Gate. 



Pilotage May Cost the Company 
$12,000 a Year Unless Vic- 
toria Call Abandoned. 



The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany has begun a test ca.se as to tlie 
legality of the new California pilotuRu 
law, the enforcement of which 
threatens to cause the stoppage of the 
call at Victoria by the steamers of 
that company. Four libel suits have 
been filed by different pilots. The 
pilots sought to have the San Fran- 
cisco collector refuse a clearance to 
the steamer Umatilla, but the collector 
notified them that the collection of 
compulsory pilotage was not a iluty 
that devolved upon the United States 
government. The lest cases against 
the Queen have followed. The new 
pilotage law In force 'at San Fran- 
cisco exempts coasting steamers from 
paying pilotage unless a pilot is en- 
gaged, but makes all vessels from for- 
eign ports liable for full pilotage, 
whether pilots are taken or not. Going 
from Victoria to Sari Francisco, the 
steamers of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company are considered as for- 
eign vessels. The steamship com- 
pany, however, holds that its steamers 
loucli at Victoria Incidentally and are 
coasting steamers within the meaning 
of the act. The question to be decid- 
ed in the test cases brought by the 
four pilots against the steamer Queen 
is whether the vessel Is to be con- 
strued as a coaster or a foreign 
steamer. 

The increased burdens and Imposi- 
tions that the new pilotage law of 
California imposes upon the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company approximate 
$12,000 a year, and unless the conten- 
tion of the company In the test cases 
now pending is maintained, it is in- 
tended to abandon the call at Victoria 
and Vancouver. The vessels wll in- 
stead run direct from Seattle to San 
Francisco, in which case there will of 
course be no question as to them being 
other than coasting steamers.

Colin McKay, writing in the Montreal 
Star of October 11th, says: The Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada has at- 
tained its majority. Its character, as 
exemplified in its past conduct, has won 
the respect of a philosopher like Gold win 
•Smith; its importance and power is re- 
cognized by the chiefs of the Manufac- 
turers' Association; its objects and aims, 
as well as the methods by which it seeks 
to achieve its purposes, undoubtedly com- 
mend themselves to the great major- 
ity of Canadian worklngmen, organized 
and unorganized. 

Its history, though unexciting, is in- 
| foresting; its achievements, though not 
j -spectacular, have been beneficial to 
great bodies of workingmen. That its 
i 'twenty - first annual session should he 
presided over by a French-Canadian is 
somewhat appropriate; for though the 
fact is probably not very well known 
the first labor union organized in Can- 
ada was formed among the French- 
speaking workingmen of Quebec over 
sixty years ago. An interesting story 
j of how it came to be formed is told 
1 iby French-Canadian union men to- 
day. A Quebec workman was visiting 
an asylum for insane people, when no- 
ticing the small number of keepers in 
comparison with the patients, many of 
whom .were wandering freely about the 
place and comporting themselves rath- 
er violently, he asked a keeper whether 
he wasn't afraid that his charges might 
get up a conspiracy and rise against 
those in charge of them. 

."No fear," answered the keeper. 
"Lunatics never organize." 

The workman along with his fellows 
had just submitted to a cut in wages, 
and the keeper's words set him think- 
ing. So, finally he went to work and 
organized a society, which aimed nt the 
regulation of working conditions, and 
provided for the cure of sick mein- 
'bers and the payment of death benefits. 
Many Difficulties. 
The organization of the labor move- 
ment in Canada has proceeded in the 
iface of formidable difficulties. The geo- 
graphic:! I situation of the country, its 
comparative isolation, its sparse and 
scattered population, rendered the or- 
ganization of labor a .slow process; 
■the more especially as the industrial 
condition of the country some years 
ago did not impress upon the workers 
the necessity of combination to safe- 
guard their interests. But when the de- 
velopment of industrial enterprises be- 
gan to mass men in cities, differentiat- 
ing to some extent the interests of cap- 
ital and labor, local unions sprang up 
in all the industrial centres. And as 
the concentration' of wealth, and the de- 1 
velopmeat. of ruachine-nioved production 
proceeded on the one hand, the 
extended their scope, th 



workers of Canada. At the same time it 
does not by any means embrace all the 
trades unions of Canada. There are the 
national unions of this province, and 
Knights of Labor, who hold no. a nil till I 
congress of their own. There are the 
Ibig railway organizations and the min- 
ers' unions and workingmen associations 
of Nova Scotia. And .thou there are the 
unions of the West, which dissatisfied 
with the conservative methods of the in- 
ternational trades union movement, have 
cast in their lot, with socialist organiza- 
tions of the Western States, led by Debs. 

The congress has always hail great 
dilBeillty raising funds to carry on its 
work. Nearly all the unions attached 
to it pay dues ranging from in to 30 
^ents per week per member to that in- 
ternational 'body, which in turn pay 
u per capita tax of 8 cents annually 
to the support of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Now as there are over 
200,000 Canadian workmen attached ro 
the international unions, nearly S20,- 
000 of Canadian money goes to the A. 
F. of Li to be used in securing legislation 
for the United States workmen — anil 
that, too, in addition to the vast sums 
they pay towards the maintenance of 
the various international bodies. Out 
of the £20,000 the A. F. of L. receives 
ifroni Canada, it makes a grant, of $000 
to the congress, and some years ex- 
pends $2,000 or $.'(,(100 on organization 
work. If the Canadian congress had 
ttlhe whole $20,000 at its disposal, it 
would undoubtedly bo able to exercise 
more influence than it has done in the 
past.

Feats Equal to Those of Frontiers- 
men. 

"We have had in our South African 
country just uch fearless and hardy pio- 
neers as you had in America during the 
epoch when the white men were engaged 
ill constant struggles with your Indians," 
(remarked W. A. Campbell, of Natal 

"There are today living in our com- 
munities men who have mneched the ex- 
ploits ofyouv Booties and Crocketts and 
Codys. 1 know personally the most dar- 
ing of them all, the ceebrlated Colonel 
Collinbrander, whose name is a house- 
hold word through South Africa, and the 
record of whose desperate fights with the 
:na fives would fill a volume. Back in 
the '70's the colone committed sloiiie po- 
litical offence which put him in disfavor 
with the Natal govcriimant, and ho was 
•practically outlawed. With a bold heart 
he went to Zlilllland to live, and found 
speedy favor in the eyes of old Spearbold, 
one of the greatest of Kaffir sub-kings. 
At that time there were a dozen or more 
petty sovereigns, and they were contin- 
ual] raiding one another's dominions, 
stealing women after the fashion of the I 
ancient Romans, and likewise driving off 
herds of cattle.

"The future 
greatness of this country," lie said, 
"depends to a great extent upon the 
identity of relationship between capi- 
tal and labor, and 1 think I speak your 
sentiments when 1 say you do not meet 
with a view of infusing a spirit of dis- 
content and dissatisfaction, nor to 
create hostilities between capital and 
labor. * * * If is is necessary for 
the establishment of governments and the 
constitution of parliament to have or- 
ganizations, so also it is .highly neces- 
sary that there should he n thorough 
system of organization among working- 
men so that they may raise themselves 
ni a good social and moral position and 
enjoy the rights and privileges of citizen- 
ship. * '* :> Many of the grievances 
of 1 he working classes spi ing not so much 
from any power exerted by t'he ruling 
classes, as it does from the result of the 
ignorance of workingmen who accept 
conditions unfavorable to them without 
protest, or because individually they do 
mot have the power to protest."

"There ensued one of the most terrible 
thattles ever waged between two men. 
Luckily. Collinbrander was as strong as 
he was brave, and he had 1he advantage 
of scientific athletic training. 'Grasping 
ithe Zulu by the throat he choked him 
almost to death, and linally he slew the 
native with his own assegai. In lliis 
strunse encounter, which lasted fully half 
and hour the principals were left "abso- 
lutely alone, their position being such 
Irlint outside interference was impossible. 
To this hour the survivor's face shows 
an enormous scar where the battleaxe 
struck, anil on his person are stilj other 
M iirs to remind him how close he was to 
death when he lay in the grip of the 
black savage."

October 11 to 17, 1003. 

The weather during this week has been, 
for tlie most part, partly cloudy, with light 
rains, upon live days here, nnd on four on 
tlie Lower .Mainland. The last three days 
of the week have been nbhormnlly cold for 
this season of the year, aeeoiniianli.il by 
Sharp frosts at most places.

DEATH OF LEROTHODI. 

London Daily Mail. 

Lerothodi, Bn.suto chief and last of 
tlie great native rulers, is dead. His 
death is reported from Aliwal .North. 

Desnerate lighter, keen diplomat, ami 
able ruler, Lerothodi made his mark in 
the history of South Africa from the 
time be became chief. He was the 
leader of a nation of 200,000 people jeal- 
ous of their freedom, born lighters keen 
for battle, aud in the troublous times 
when the government of Basutoland wns 
shifting between Cape Colony and the 
imperial government, Lerothodi proved 
his leadership, lie was a big stout man, 
who in his later days wore European 
clothes even in the kraal. He was de- 
scribed us the "Paramount Chief" of 
the Bnsutos, a position largely due to the. 
fact that he was descended from the 
chief who founded the tribe in the early 
part of the century. 

Lerothodi was particularly prominent 
in tlie "Gun W'tir" of 1880, which was 
an unsuccessful attempt by Cape Colony 
to disarm tlie Basutos, When a great, 
mectine of chiefs and people -was called 
lo the Residency, Lerothodi professed 
much loyalty to the Queen. 

Mrs. Barkly, wife of Commandant 
Bnrkly, tells the story. He ate tea and 
cake, and was most polite, and at the 
end of the repast snid: "Does the great 
White Queen wish it V If so, we are her 
children, and must obey our Great Mo- 
ther." Unfortunately he utterly failed 
to carry out his promises. Mrs. Barkly 
describes the next, time she saw Lero- 
thodi. when his behavior was very dif- 
ferent. She was waiting at the court 
house to receive him and the other chiefs. 
"Presently,'' she says, "liuiidreds and 
hundreds of mounted Bnsutos, with 
Lerothodi nt their, head, all armed to 
the teeth, dashed past us into the little 
town of Mafctcng at full gallop, their 
spears, battleaxes and assegais gleaming 
in the sun, shouting as they rode in tho 
war cry of the Basutos." 

Later Lerothodi became a loyal sub- 
ject of the "Great White Queen."

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Centenary of Trafalgar 



•Whine Island loves tlico won, 
inn it. 

The greatest sailor since the world began." 



: These, words of the Pflet Laureate are 
too poetical 1 exaggeration. It is the 
'•simple truth to .say t ha t Nelson stands 
first in his profession. Who is the 
greatest soldier, statesman — poet — thin 
ever lived? We might get many differ- 
ent answers to these questions. But 
the question, "Who is the greatest of 
sailors?" one name comes from the lips 
of all. And this great man ennie in time 
to meet one of the greatest needs of his 
country, and' to save Iter from one of 
it lie most terrible dangers by which she 
was ever threatened. October 21, 1805, 
•the day whose centenary we celebrate 
this month, was the day Of a great de- 
liverance. It was the object, of the Em- 
peror Napoleon to invade England; his 
army of 150,000 men was ready, but the 
success of the invasion depended on the 
French licet getting control of the 
Straits of Dover. Through nearly all 
the .summer of 1805 the people of Great 
.Britain were in "bitter suspense and 
(widespread panic." Then in November 
came the news that the naval poww of 
France had been broken at Trafalgar. 
iWith the sense of relief, and pride al 
the glory. of the victory, cmne the grief 
at the loss the country had sustained. 
"England has had many heroes." says 
Southey, "but never one who so entirely 
possessed the love of his fellow-country- 
men as Nelson." 

Horatio .Nelson, son of Edmund Nel- 
son, rector of Burnhnm Thorpe in Nor- 
folk, was born at Bnrnhani Thorpe on 
the 20th of September, 1758, and was 
the sixth in a family of eleven children. 
Several anecdotes are told of his cour- 
age and independence, and one that 
shows his sense of honor ami persever- 
enco. As lie ami a brother were on their 
way to school one stormy day, they 
if o and it so hard to get on that 'they ro- 
turned homo and told their father that 
it was impossible for them to reach the 
school. Their father replied, "If that be 
-so, I have, of -course, nothing to say; but 
I wish you to try again, and 1 leave it 
to your honor not to turn back unless it 
is necessary." On the second trial, the 
elder brother wanted to give up again, 
ibut Horatio held out, repeating, "Be- 
auember, it was left to our honor," and 
the journey was accomplished, 

The story is that when only twelve 
years old, and a very delicate boy, lie 
asked his uncle, Captain Maurice Suck- 
ling, to take him to sea, in order to re- 
lieve his father of the support of one of 
ibis large family. ''What has poor little 
Horatio done?" cried the uncle, "that 
he, being so weak, should be sent to 
trough it at sen. But let him come, and 
if a cannon ball takes off his head, he 
will at least be provided for." A mid- 
shipman in those days did indeed have 
/to rough it, for in the Royal navy the 
food was bad and the discipline harsh, 
peven cruel. From his uncle's ship, the 
'Baisonnable, Horatio was transferred to 
the Triumph, and was sent from there 
on a voyage to the West Indies in a 
merchant ship, "From this voyage," he 
says, "1 returned a practical seaman, 
with a horror of the Royal navy upon 
me. * * * * it was many weeks be- 
fore I got the least reconciled to a man- 
of-war, so deep was the prejudice rooted. 
However, as my ambition was to be a 
seaman, it was always held out. as a re- 
ward, that if L attended well to my 
navigation, I should go in the cutter nnd 
decked long-boat, which was attached to 
, <he commanding officer's shit) at Cha- 
tham. Thus by degrees 1 became a good 
pilot, and confident of myself among 
rocks and sands, which has many times 
been of great comfort to me." 

In April. 177o, lie was allowed, at his 
own earnest entreaty, to go as captain's 
cox wain on an expedition to the North 
Tole, and on his return, in. October, he 
was appointed to the frigate Seahorse. 
In 177(5 lie passed liis examination and 
•was made lieutenant; in .1778, when only 
just twenty, he was promoted to be 
commander, and in six months was apj 
pointed captain, of the Hinchinbroke, 
a French prize. Meantime ho had 
Served two years in the Fast Indies, and 
also at Gibraltar and Jamaica. As cap- 
tain of the Hinchinbroke be had com- 
mand of an expedition against Fort San 
Juan, in Nicaragua, where ho distin- 
guished himself by his zeal and courage. 
"He was the first on every service whe- 
ther by day or night." lint his health, 
already injured in the Fast Indies, now 
broke down, and he was Invalided home. 
The next year he was well enough to 
take command of the Albemarle, a twen- 
ty-eight gun frigate, and in her he made 
voyages to the Baltic, and to New- 
foundland ami Quebec. From the latter 
I place ho wrote: "Health, that greatest 
of blessings, is what I never truly eu- 
joyed until I saw fair Canada." From 
Quebec he went to New York, wher 
(met Lord Hood, who was then in com 
iiiiind of the West Indian fleet. Lord 
Mood has a very high opinion of the 
ykoung captain, and introduced him to 
Prince William, afterwards William 
I V.. with words of commendation. The 
Prince said many years late 
meeting: 

"He (Nelsonl appeared to 
.merest boy of a captain I ev 
land his dross was worthy of 
lie had on a full-laced uniform; his 
lank, unpowdered hair was tied in a stiff 
Hessian tail, of an extraordinary length; 
the old-fashioned flaps of his waistcoat 
added to the general quaintiiess of his 
figure, and produced an appearance 
which particularly attracted my notice; 
(or I had never seen anything like it be- 
fore. There was something irresistibly 
pleasing in his address and conversa- 
tion, and an enthusiasm in speaking on 
•professional subjects that showed Uo 
IWOS no common being. . . . lie had 
the honor of the King's 
independence of the Bri 
tioularly at heart; and his mind glow 
■with this idea as much when he was 

simply captain of the Albemarle, and 



hou famous . hud obtained none of the honors- of his 
country, a.s when lie was afterwards 
decorated with so much well-ewrried dis- 
tinction." 

After this Nelson served in the West 
Indies in command of the Boreas, and 
"was married at Nevis. In 1787 his ship 
was .paid off, and for nearly five years 
he and his wife lived at Burnhaui 
Thorpe. There lie read and studied and 
improved his education, 'but constantly 
wishing for active employment, and at

The first great 'battle in which Nelson 
toid; part was the action fought oft Cape 

St. Vincent, on St. Valentine's Day, 
17i>7. when fifteen British ships, under 
Sir John .Tervis, defeated the Spanish 
licet of twenty-seven, Nelson, to quota 
the admiral's words, "contributed very 
much to Ihe honor of the day." He did 



ifho "great and brilliant victory which 
may load to the general deliverance of 
Europe." Nelson was gazetted a peer 
by the title of Baron Nelson of the Nile 
and Burnhnm. Thorpe; he was voted a 
pension of £2,000, and honors were 
showered upon him from all quarters. 
. In 1801 a British fleet under Sir Hyde 
Parker was sent to the Baltic against 
the Northern Confederacy of Russia, 
Swollen and Denmark, who were oppos- 
ing England, and Nelson, us yice-ad- 
■ntirul, led the attack on the 'Danish fleet 
at Copenhagen. It was there that the 
WCll-kllOWII incident occurred of his 
Chipping the telescope to his blind eye 
and declaring that ho could not see tiie 
signal to cease firing.

Nelson and His Victories 

By H. T. Miller in Canadian Magazine 
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■ The 'battle of Trafalgar, which was 
fought, on October 21, IHU.">, may well be 
regarded as the crucial battle of the 
British race. Bonaparte had a camp of 
eighty thousand men at Boulogne ready 
to la nil on the shores, of England, and 
grave men were anxious. At length the 
hour and the man came together, and in 
two hours and a half on that mcmor- 
iBble day the crisis was past and the 
little schooner Pickle sailed invay to the 
old shores to hoist the signal that Eug- 
lland was mistress of the sea. 

In studying the career of Nelson it 
must ever be remembered that lie was a 
sailor first and a lighting man after- 
wards. The three battles in which he 
was most prominent are the Nile, Aug- 
ust I, 17IIS; Copenhagen, April 2, 1801; 
and Trafalgar. In the battle of the Nile 
his qualities as .a sailor comes out with 
marked effect, nnd was the secret of his 
success. England had a coasting fleet of 
merchantmen before she had art oversea 
commerce, and in Ibis coasting trade her 
sailors had learned the value of most 
instant decision in maintaining the safe- 
ty of life and ship. One standing rule) 
of the road was — that where two ships 
an; riding at anchor, there was room for | 
another ship to pass between them.

Nelson, misled by false information, 
sailed for Trinidad, but finding no trace 
of tin? enemy, • and deciding that they 
hud gone back to Europe, he made for 
Gibraltar, where, in June, 1803, he set 
(foot on shore for the first time in two 
years. On the 22nd of July. Yilleneuve's 
licet was met by fifteen British ships 
under Sir Robert t'alder, nnd an inde- 
cisive action was fought; but Villeneuve 
turned southward and anchored in Ca- 
diz bay. When Nelson, who had re- 
turned to England, heard this, he said: 
"Depend upon it, I shall yet give Mr. 
Villeneuve a good drubbing." On Sep- 
tember 14, 1805, he left England for the 
last time, embarking at Portsmouth in 
the Victory. He joined the English lltet 
oil' Cadiz -on September li.S, and was re- 
ceived with great joy. The enemy hud 
thirty-six ships, while Nelson had but 
twenty-three. He kept urging the au- 
thorities at home to send him out more 
ships, lie realized that the French licet 
must be destroyed., "It is annihilation 
that the country wants, and not merely 
a splendid victory. * * * Numbers 
only can annihilate." lie planned the 
method of attack in all its details, nnd 
explained and discussed the plan with 
the admirals and captains of the fleet; 
so that when, on the morning of the 
'-'1st, the enemy's ships came in sight, 
every officer in command knew what 
was to be done. 

When he had seen everything ar- 
ranged for battle, Nelson went down to 
his cabin and wrote a brief note of what 
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masts clattered" about their 
bis vessel soon became a helpless hulk, 
losing nearly half her crew in killed and 
wounded. At sundown the battle be- 
came general, and continued most, of the 
night. By morning, the French fleet, 
consisting of thirteen sail of the line, 
•having on board 1,198 guns and 11,280 
men, was captured or dispersed. \ 
most complete victory had been gained. 
Only two of the thirteen ships of the 

line escaped. The battle was fought 

close lo the shores of Egypt, which Were 
crowded with astonished and anxious 
spectators. 

Having 'been promoted in 1801 lo the 
rank of vice-admiral Of the Blue, Nelson 
was ordered to hoist his Hag on board 
the San Josef, 11-', which he had cap- 
tured off St. Vincent, The three North- 
ern Powers — Denmark, Sweden and 
'Russia — having -coalesced to resist the 
right claimed by England of searching 
oeutral vessels, and Russia having laid 
an embargo on all British ships in Rus- 
sian ports, treating their crews with un- 
exampled cruelty, a powerful arma- 
ment was fitted out for the Baltic under 
Admiral Sir Hyde Barker, with Lord 
I Nelson us second .in command. This 
fleet consisted of eighteen sail of the 
line, four frigates, ten brigs nnd bomb 
vessels. They got under weigh from 
Yarmouth Roads, and after dejay from 
foul winds and severe weather reached 
the entrance of the Sound on the 
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bearing a flag of truce and asking fur- 
ther explanations. 

An armistice having been ratified, this 
brilliant achievement resulted 111 I ho 
secession of Denmark from the league 
of the Northern Bowers. Sweden and 
Russia afterwards made pacific over- 
tures. 

During the short time which followed 
the peace of Amiens, Nelson retired to 
'his estate at Mcrton, in Surrey, which he 
had lately purchased, and ,'njoyed the 
'oeiety of his friends; but no sooner was

was called to take the command of the 
Mediterranean fleet. For fourteen 
months did Nelson cruise off and on 
the port of ..Toulon, sometimes during 
terrible weather, using every artifice 10 
Urnw t lie French out. 

In December, I804, Spain declared 
war against us. The French fleet joined 
the Spanish, and got through the Straits 
of Gibraltar, followed by Nelson on the 
7th day of May. The combined fleet 
effected but little, and the formidable 
armada returned to Europe when they 
t heard that Nelson was in pursuit. No'l- 
| son returned with his fleet to Gibraltar 
on the 19th July, and went on shore for 
; the first time in two years, wanting ten 
days! He returned home and struck his 
, flag after two years of most harassing 
work. Scarcely had the hero of the 
I Nile and Copenhagen paid his respects 
to his Sovereign and the Admiralty, 
when lo. was again called to tho com- 
mand of the .Mediterranean licet. 

Do the !)th October Nelson sent Col- 
lingwoud bis plan of attack. In his plan 
he summed up with these emphatic 
wonts: "No captain can do very wrong 
if he places his ship alongside that of an 
enemy," As the enemy did not seem 
inclined to come out, Nelson hoped to de- 
coy t hem by withdrawing to cruising 
ground about fifty miles to the west- 
ward, leaving two frigates to reconnoitre 
and report. On the 20th October tho 
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ships had struck: "Only fifteen! I hue 
hoped for twenty." "Anchor, Hardy 
anchor!" ho repeated, fearing for tin

In loss than an hour after his deatii 
the battle was over, having lasted live 
hours. Eighteen of the enemy's ships 
had been, captured and the rest had Hell. 

The news of the battle reached Eng- 
land on November (!. The Victory, -with 
Nelson's body, arrived at Spithead on 
December 5. The body lay in state in 
Greenwich hospital from the 4th to the 
Sth of January, and on the 9th it was 
placed in the crypt of St. Paul's cathe- 
dral in a .sarcophagus made by Cnrdini 
Wolsey for Henry VIII. Above in tl 
cathedral is a monument by Flnxnmn. 
There arc many other memorials of him 
in different parts of the kingdom, the 
most notable being Trafalgar Square 
in London. In the centre of this great 
open space rises a granite column 145 
feet hijrll, crowned with a statue of Nel- 
son. Tho pedestal is adorned with re- 
liefs in bronze, cast with the metal of 
captured French cannon, and represent- 
ing scenes from the four great battles. 
'St. Vincent, Aboukir, Copenhagen and 
Trafalgar. Four colossal bronze lions 
couch upon pedestals running out from 
the column in the form of a cross. By 
his most lasting memorial is in th 
hearts of his countrymen.

I "Viscount Nelson of the Nile mid of 
CBurnliam Thorpe!" In this, the title of 
England's greatest admiral, we see a 
•proof of the love he bore for bis home in 
the i|iiiet rectory of the little East 
(Anglican village! To those who regard 
[him as a great hero — in spite of -Jiis 
faults — the village of Burnluvm Thorpe 
tteems with interest. 

In the cliurehynrd where he wished to 
the Inid to rest beside his parents, "unless 
it please the King to order otherwise," 
stands the line church of All Snints, the 
complete restoration of this fabric being 
[undertaken as a memorial to Lord Nel- 
son in his own village, for "the King did 
order otherwise," anil our hero lies, as 
Ji 1 1 the world knows, in St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral. The lectern in the church at 
Buriiham Thorpe is carved out of oak 
taken from the old flagship Victory, and 
presented by the Lords of the Admiralty 
to the late rector, the Rev. John Lister 
Knight. This gentleman did much to- 
wards, tin; rest oral ion of the church and 
aroused the King's interest in the work 
.some years ago, while lie was Prince of 
.Wales, Me graciously acted as chair.- 
Imiui at the preliminary meeting, which 
was held at Marlborough House. Suc- 
ceeding meetings were presided over by 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 

The font in the church is the same in 
which Nelson was baptised, and the 
parish register bears the name — Horatio 
Nelson — inscribed in several places in 
boyish handwriting, when he had been 
assisting as witness at weddings, 
i Among the many stories still told in 
Nelson's Norfolk home is one which is 
given as a proof of his courage. He and 
some companions weUe telling creepy 
ghost stories late one dark evening, the 
Outcome being that Nelson was dared to 
go up the dark, silent tower all alone at 
midnight and pluck a leaf from a tree 
•as a proof that he had really donfl as he 
.said he would. The little buy. perfectly 
fearless, started off as the witching lour 
drew near. As he entered the church- 
yard he fell he was being followed, ami, 
([guessing his companions, with the cour- 
of numbers, wore behind him, he 



filled 'his pockets with tiny stones and 
went on up to the top of the dark, 
gloomy tower. His first tactic was to hoot 
like an owl, which disturbed the trem- 
bling boys below, but not until the tiny 
stones began to drop upon them quietly 
in a most mysterious manner, did they 
lose nil courage and decamp at high 
sliced. To accelerate their Hying foot- 
steps Horatio Nelson slowly tolled the 
'bell in the tower. The only perfectly 
composed boy that night was the future 
hero of Trafalgar. 

The little river which runs through the 
village was naturally an attraction to 
boyish "minds, and one day when Nelson 
and his companions were, playing beside 
it, they decided to cross to the meadows 
beyond. Nelson suddenly sprang upon 
it 1 1 o back of a hoy near him, declaring his 
intention of getting over dryshod. No 
complaint was made, but when in the 
deepest part of the little beck, the tin- 
willing bearer dexterously rid himself of 
his burden. A very wel boy crawled nut 
at the other side! Some years after, 
when Nelson was quite famous and dur- 
ing it visit to bis 'homo, he and some of 
the same friends were walking from the 
rectory towards the village, beside the 
burn, when Nelson suddenly, with great 
agility, climbed upon the shoulders of 
the friend of bygone days tiud ordered 
him to carry him across the river! Tra- 
dition says it was with disappointment 
he found himself carefuly dep6sited on 
the bank instead of being ducked its be- 



a blood-vessel. There, too, he passed 
'through a certain spiritual struggle. His 
personality .strongly attracted the 
younger members of his flock, but his 
preaching did not please his more influ- 
ential hearers. He hail uo love for dog- 
ma for its own sake, and the note of 
continental theology in his sermons both 
puzzled ami alarmed the older people. 
Ilis sermons, alternately unorthodox and

NELSON'S LAST BIRTHDAY. 

Lord Rosebery's Tribute to the Sea 
Hero. 

One hundred years ago today Nelson, 
the hero of Trafalgar, kept his last 
birthday. On the Victory lie received 
the congratulations of officer 
men; three weeks later he 
dead in the cockpit. 

In the Trafalgar centenary number 
"f the United Service Magazine, Lord 
Rosebery pays a. tribute to England's 
sea hero. He writes: 

"One may well wish, as oik; .stands 
on the old Victory that Nelson's body 
was still there->_Uie Victory, so long as 
she floats, would be his proper tomb. 
Hut as that is not possible, it is yet 
permitted to wish that no ship in our 
navy should be launched without bear- 
ing on board, in some shape or another, 
the stimulating effigy of the 
British admiral. 

"Austere moralists may easily, and 
indeed justly, reprobate glaring parts 
of his career. He loved not wisely, hut 
too well. He committed at Naples an 
act little, if at all. short of a crime. 

"Rut snots even the blackest, arc 
Invisible on great luminaries; and only 
on great luminaries, are they invisible, 
"In our long list of sea-kings we can 
call to mind many who inspired affec- 
tion as well as admiration. Chief 
among these towers Nelson. 

"There was his chivalrous devotion to 
bis officers ami men; their interests 
we j and their honor were his own. There 
was the manifect and surpassing pat- 
riotism. There was the easy confidence 
of victory. 

"In him the pugnacious British In- 
stinct was incarnate; with Nelson to 
see the foe was to fight him; lie only 
found himself in the fury of battle. 
Again, be was brilliantly single-mind- 
ed, unselfish, and unsordld. 

"Hut the main cause of his popular- 
ity is broader and simple. Nelson was 
eminently human. * * fl e is, 
then, the greatest of our heroes, and 
the dearest to ourselves."

We regret to announce that Dr. Geo. 
.MacDonald died on Monday, at Saga- 
more, Aslltend, Surrey, in his 81st year. 

George .MacDonald, poet, preacher, 
mystic, and novelist, was one of the 
most characteristically national writers 
that Scotland has produced; and of his 
assured place in the history of Scottish 
literature there can he no reasonable 

ht. Tiie story of his life is so,, it told. 

iGeorge MacDonald was born at final- 
ly, in Aberdeenshire, in 1824, the son of 
a miller and farmer, whose wooden leg 
loomed large in the child's early recol- 
lections, and who lived to see the dawn 
of thai child's fame. His family claim- 
ed descent from the MncDonnlds, if 
Glencoe, George MacDonald grew up 
at home, amid the magnificent scenery 
which he afterwards hived to describe 
in his hooks, until he was old enough to 
be entered at King's College, Aberdeen. 
A contemporary of his has recorded a 
significant incident of his student life. 
Walking one Saturday with a number 
of other young men near Aberdeen, 
MacDonald saw n drover cruelly beat- 
ing one of his beasts. He ordered him 
to stop, and when the drover merely 
laughed, he look off his coat and gave 
the man a 'thrashing. Of the university 
as it was then, George MacDonald af- 
terwards drew a vivid picture in his

I know nothing, really, that is more distinctly human In the busy 
roll of printed dally records than these pages. 

Considering how numerous and various are the wants of all classes 
In our complex modern civilization, it is quite natural and commend- 
able that publishers of papers should extend the greatest hospitality 
to the insertion of the briefest or the largest want notice. To secure a 
wdiole page of notices and appeals of this sort Is to assert, or to sug- 
gest by Implication, that the journal having this feature is read by 
everybody. In other words, it is very near, as a matter of course, to 
the entire public in the particular territory where it circulates. Very 
much more is also accompllsheed by having the "want" page volumin- 
ous. It tells other advertisers that the journal so favored is a real 
vox popull — mat what is said in it is seen and read all through Its 
especial field. 

There is no kind of advertising so interesting or that means so much. 

Many dailies in their "wants" classified group together along with 
the typical "want" notices advertisements that are "wants" only 
through this constructive courtesy. This often makes the department 
so set apart cover several pages. The truth is that, while all adver- 
tising is the appeal for something wanted— customers or patronage — 
the typical "want' 'Is some single temporary desire— or perhaps two 
or three together — that an answer or series of answers may at once 
and therefore wdiolly extinguish. Even if the same "want" of the 
same person occurs a year later, it is essentially a new and separate 
notice. All typical "wants" are not over a few lines in length and 
are distinguished by the fact that they are not often or long con- 
tinued. A few insertions at the most, and their brevity, are their 
distinguishing characteristics. 

.Some of the "wants" — in foreign papers especially, and sometimes 
in our own — are grotesque enough to go Into a funny department. 

It is probably the help wanted or position wanted features of the 
classified notices that the most unusual and odd combination of desires 
appear. They are frequently conglomerated so homogeneously that 
their juxtaposition and extravagance at once arouse the very dullest 
sense of humor. 

Yet the writers of them speak in a solemn tone, and In the most 
serious way, of the almost impossible things which they expect to 
find compounded in one place or personality. 

There is no end to the varieties and oddities in "want" advertising. 
To illustrate how much we all want In this world — so much more in 
some instances (In the largest number, in fact) — than we shall ever 
get: It was Ralph Emerson who once 'wittily said, when traveling one 
day in Boston, to a fel'ow passenger, that he "was going to Boston to 
hire an Angel to do housework at $2 a week." And how well that 
describes the futility of human expectations. 

There is another class of "wants" that, properly speaking, is of 
an interesting n'Uure per se, without being grotesque at all, or only 
so in rare instances. I mean the "exchange wants." As everybody 
who has wares and chattels is apt to own several tilings he doesn't 
want, and wants a number of things he is destitute of, the field for 
saying this in detail is very wide. In England for years and years the 
"exchange wants" have been a frequent feature of certain journals, 
while there are journals there, I believe — or there were — that make 
this kind of advertising their one function. They are periodicals in 
which that advertising is "reading matter." 

You have a boat and want a gun, or a hive of bees and want a 
plough, or a lumber wagon and want a road wagon, and so forth over a 
long list. Books, furniture and even clothes, opera glasses, carpets, 
violins, pianos and everything conceivable are things for this explolta- 
tlon, and very readable pages they make. As others have just what Is 
here wanted, and want what Is here offered, the easiest possible bar- 
gains should be made possible through an "exchange want' 'page.

1302; arid the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs cannot have relished any legisla- 
tion which quite unnecessarily, threw 
discredit on the new ally of Great Brit- 
ain. The Barton government achieved 
ai one blow, the high distinction of of- 
fending Japan and placing the govern- 
menl of Lord Salisbury, then at the 
•/en I th id' its power, in a serious dilll- 
culty. The^ resolve of Great Britain to 
give the freest possible hand to her 
colonies was shown by the fact that 
the difficulty was somehow surmount- 
ed, and the Australian acts allowed, 
after some slight delay, to become law. 
Vet how indefensible, and In the light 
of subsequent events how miserably 
short-sighted, was the lack of courtesy 
tn Japan! Even Ihen, the giant strides 
which she had taken In civilization 
were well known. In the war with 
China she had approved herself as a 
naval and military Power. And trade 
between Australia and Japan was 
worth cultivating, rvhere, then, was 
the excuse for persevering in a course 
which could only t>e felt as an insult, 
and which might have the effect of 
turning a friend Into a possible foe? 
M is well known thai the first Federal 
government was actuated, in all this 
restrictive legislation, by the desire to 
placate the labor party. This was the 
"eating dirt" to which s'ir John Forrest 
plaintively referred, but which, it ap- 
pears, may be sufficiently paid for by 
the possession of a portfolio. But the 
government as Is usual in such cases, 
went tu greater lengths than the party 
whom it obeyed might have ventured 
upon. The labor party cannot be sus- 
pected of anything so foolish as a de- 
sire tn offend Japan, Though it was 
urgently Intent on restrictive legisla- 
tion, it would have modified its views 
had the government presented a firm 
front. Its aim would have been fully 
served by the exclusion of colored 
races; and this, as we now know, could 
have been accomplished, so far as the 
Japanese governmenl wen' concerned, 
by a friendly arrangement. It is too 
late In hark hack and enter on more 
friendly relations? The aspect of af- 
fairs Is greatly changed since 1901, 
when the Federal government thought 
Ii could afford to treat the Japanese 
with Indifference or contempt. Now 
the question has been raised whether 

Australia is not endangered by the 
dominant position of Japan, and by the 
Chinese revival which, under her in- 
fluence and example, has undoubtedly 
begun. There Is no sufficient reason 
for the scare which on this subject has. 
Invaded some minds. It is true that 
(he existence of vast unoccupied spaces 
in the north of Australia, is at once an 
Invitation to other races and a menace 
in our security, But, for Ihe time, these 
offer no temptation to Japan, whose In- 
terests lie elsewhere. Her surplus 
population will find room in Korea, in 
Manchuria, In Saghallen. While the
